Artillery and Infantry Now at the 
Front and Send First American

front. The artillery fired the first shot of the war at 6 o'clock on the 
morning of a recent day at a German working party.

Troops March Up. 


Standing in a little almost deserted, 
shell-wrecked village, well within hos- 
tile gun range and a few milometers 
from the trenches, the Associated Press 
correspondent 
watched 
the 
troops 
marching up in a driving rain over 
roads covered with sticky mud. 
The 
artillery had been firing all day and 
the impression was given that 
there 
was considerable more activity on this 
front than there had -been for some 
time. 
It was soon a f t e r lulls in the 
firing 
and in the dark that the 
first 
machine guns, hauled 
by 
Missouri 
mules, the drivers swathed in ponchos 
and with shrapnel helmets over their 
eyes came 
upon 
the r o a d beside 
a 
dark canal. 
There was a long line of 
these and then came some 
infantry 
rolling kitchens, giving off a savory 
odor of w a r m food. 
All passed 
in 
silence. 


The last gun carriage had sprawled 
on it the form of a soldier who had 
been taken ill and who was being held 
on by two of his walking comrades. 


March of tlie Sammies. 


Through another street, paved with 
cobbles and its sides lined with gaunt 
skeletons 
of 
shell-wrecked 
houses, 
came the sound of the tread of many 
hob-nailed boots and in the darkness 
the dim form of men could be seen 
marching.

the whistled strain of a tune which all 
knew, and from many places, in,, the.

Germans Did Not Know.

These 
ilgvres were given out at noon-and each 
company reported that straggling sub- 
scriptions were still coming in and the 
tótal amounts liable to increase.

Washington, Oct. 27.—^The govern- 
ment of the United States is asking 
every citizen of the country to 
eat 
?ess oeef, pork, pork products, wheat, 
butter a.od sugar 
ajid to waste 
no 
foodstuifs, as an act of common de- 
fense. 


This is the explanation given today 
by Herbert Hoover, food administra- 
tor, of the meaning of the 
national 
food pledge week which begins 
to- 
morrow and continues until November 
4. 
Half a 
million 
canvassers 
are 
ready for the campaign to induce at 
least thirteen million of the country's 
twenty-two million housewives to sign 
tire pledge to conserve food during the 
war. 


"Owing to the large failure of the 
harvest in France and Italy and 
the 
inability to send the world's shipping 
to remote markets," said Mr. Hoover, 
"we have thrust upon us a larger diity 
in providing foodstuffs for them than 
we are capable of executing, unle.ss we 
can reduce the consumption of these 
foodstuffs in the United States. 
If we 
cannot secure this reduction in con- 
sumption we cannot 
maintain 
them 
constantly in the war. "If we fail, the 
western line will move to the .Atlantic 
seaboard. 


"Furthermore, 
the 
problem 
of 
ameliorating the prices to the Ameri- 
can consumer is entirely involved in 
our ability to supply the allied needs 
and still leave us a sufficient a m o u n t 
at home. 
If we accept the alternative 
of maintaining the allies in the w a r 
from our supplies, without savings, we 
shall have shortages 
in the United 
States that make any hope of price 
control absolutely futile. 


"It is therefore in the interest of 
every 
American man, 
w o m a n 
and 
child in the United 
States that wo 
should accomplish thes ends—first, in 
his personal defense 
and protection, 
and second, 
in the interests 
of his 
pocketbook. 


"Beyond all this and greater than this 
is the question of common humanity. 
There arc now millions of women and 
children in Europe solely dependent upon 
us for foodstuffs, and if we had no other 
reason it should appeal to every indi- 
vidual in the United States to sacrifice 
something in the name of common hu- 
manity. 


"We are endeavoring to direct these 
problems with all of the intelligence that 
we can summon in the United States. 
We are asking every home, every hotel 
and every trade to carry out our direc- 
tions for the conservation of foodstuffs 
and the lemination of waste. The women 
of the United States are making a mag- 
nificent endeavor in this prime national 
service and we have ajust right to appeal 
to every man that he should support 
them in this work. 
We ask a pledge 
from every home and every public eating 
place, and we ask the men and women 
of America to talk in the proper atti- 
tude to all those who fail in this request."

The lighting rates to domestic consumers are 
today 7 cents. If the city can break the 
ehackles of the state utilities law that are new 
invoked to prevent any reduction of the rate 
the people will soon get their current for 6 
cents, and possibly even less than that. The 
city lighting department has furnished tLo 
abundant proof that it can furnish current at 
a low rate and at the same time pay for enor- 
mous and costly extensions besides laying by 
a huge surplus in its funds to meet emergen- 
cies. That surplus may become much larger 
than it ought to be by reason of the fact that 
the state in behalf of the competitor of the 
munieipal plant forces the city to charge more 
for its current than it ought to charge. That 
has been the situation for two years. Early 
in 1916 the city government tried to get the 
utilities board to sanction a reduction of the 
maximum rate to 6 cents. It never has been 
able to obtain that sanction. 
The result is 
that for almost two years the people have 
been forced to pay 15 per cent more for their 
current than the city was able, willing and 
ready to sell it to them. 


Despairing of getting the utilities board to 
sanction the lower rate and seeing ahead au 
indefinite term during which the municipal 
lighting plant would be hampered and ob- 
structed in its efforts to give the people better 
^ service and lower rates, Mayor Hosey under- 
took to get the legislature to pass a law that 
would exempt publicly owned and operated 
utilities: from the embarrassing and harmful 
operations of certain phases of the state utili- 
~ ties lawL For a time it appeared the bill that 
had been prepared and introduced in the legis- 
lature to this '"end would be passed and this 
city thereupon emancipated from its bondage 
to the trammels of an obstructive law and the 
interferences of an unfriendly state board. 
}r?uddenly the bill went to a quiet and un- 
knelled death in committee. 


That bill, which meant so much in dollars 
and cents to every consumer of electric cur- 
^ rent in Fort Wayne, was slain by the dictum 
of one man in this city. It was done for two 
reasons. One reason Avas that Mayor Hosey's 
administration might have no credit for hav- 
ing rendered that great service to the people. 
The other was that the democratic party 
might not gain any prestige from the act and 
be able to go before the people of Fort Wajoie 
in the campaign now on with the fact in its 
record, that it had further advanced the inter- 
ests of the people, promoted the material 
gains of the city and enlarged the nsefulness 
- of the public li&hting plant. There, is possibly 
B third ^and more sinister reason. 


At 
Events, the bill was killed, the eighty 
thousand '^eople of Fort Wayne were denied 
the benefits it would have conferred and the 
, lighting rate will stick at 7 cents and remain 
'.r thwe "ontil the state utilities board sees fit to 
t" 
. permit a reduction. When the people under- 
' 
gtsnd who it was that caused this bill to be 
l^gX-lcUle^, ¡appreciate the despicable motives that 
\;ft1t8ed'him, to kill it and realize the tens of 
inds of dollars his^ nefarious act has cost 
t W will be Mtonnded and furious. The 


of the republican party and ijts candidates, 
partly because of enmity and hatred-of Mayor- 
Hosey and partly—^it is plausible to assume-- 
for another and a worse reason. But it was 
killed and by that act the people of Fort 
Wayne—alike the patrons of . city and of trac- 
tion current—are mulcted 15 per cent more 
for their use of electricity ^fhan they ought 
to pay. 


The slayer of that bill is the strongest sup- 
porter of W. S. Cutshall's candidacy for 
mayor and the most boisterous, blaitant and 
implacable foe of Maurice C. Niezer's candi- 
dacy for mayor. Which candidate comes to 
you, people of Fort Wayne*, with the fairer 
promise and the better guarantee that he will 
fuUy serve your interests in the city lighting- 
enterprise? ,

In his little journeys about the town with 
Mayor Hosey, it was discovered by Mr. W.

of the 
Turkish power was a thing for the 
Eastern 
Roman 
empire 
to 
flght 
against, and they 
allowed 
the 
un- 
speakable Turk to sweep into Europe 
and make half Eyrope a hell on earth 
for centuries. 
Jf they had combined 
against the Ottomans as we have com- 
bined against the kaiser, there would 
be no Balkan question today, and all 
Eastern Europe would for these 700 
years have been enjoying the orderly 
civilization which It possessed before 
the accursed Turk conquered them.

Soon, if she wins, she will seize is- 
lands, or bases on our 
own waters. 
We bought the Danish Islands to pre- 
vent that very thing. 
We went into 
Haiti to prevent that very thing. 
We 
are forced to scheme and plan in Cen- 
tral America, in the West Indies, ev- 
erywhere, to prevent that very thing. 
And if she wins in this war, she will 
be too strong to be denied. If we can 
not balk her will with sixteen other 
nations fighting with us, what shall 
we be able to do when all theses na- 
tions are weakened and disunited by 
a Germany victory? 


Across the channel from England is 
a little island called Helgoland, once 
owned by England, then ceded to Ger- 
many. 
It is now 
a 
Gibraltar, and 
stands like a dagger pointed at Eng- 
land's heart. 


Let Germany once secure a lodg- 
ment on this side of the water, and 
the first step Is taken for a German 
war on our own shores. 
And if she 
wins she may have a legal claim to 
Canada, td all the British possessions 
In the West Indies, In the Atlantic and 
tlie Pacific. She wants them all. She 
demands them In every prayer to the 
German God. 


We must fight this war to the bitter 
end of German defeat. 
She must 
never be able to say to herself that 
ahe won this war, and thus keep her 
people's appetites whetted for victory. 
The German people must be broken of 
thIa ancient habit of making war for 
more territory. 
Their kaiser is the 
mad dog of Europe; unless he Is de- 
feated his people will be as mad as 
he; and such national madness on the 
part of such a people Is a home ques- 
tion for every people In the world. 
It la not for nothing that the world 
la in arma againat Germany. 
The 
world senses the danger which went 
like a tornado with the arms of Persia 
againat Greece, 
which flowed back 
across Asia In the Macedonian phalanx 
under Alexander, which lowered like 
a cloud 
over the planet 
when the 
Athenians attacked the city of Syra- 
cuse, which flew with the 
Roman 
eagles until freedom from Rome was 
nowhere to be found, played like a 
green lightning about the standards of 
the Moors until they were beaten back 
In France, which broke over the dam 
when the Turks took Constantinople 
before America was discovered, which 
spread like a pestilence In the gloomy 
Empire of Spain, which made of the 
French revolution a tool of depotlsm 
under Napoleon. 


The fates are washing the shrouds 
of nations today. 
Are the grave- 
clothes-for America? 
It depends on 
how we flght this war. 
"God give us peace! Nbt such as lulls 
" 
to sleep, 


But sword on thigh, and brow with 
purpose knit! 
And let our ship of state to harbor 
sweep.

ransacked odd nooks and comers for 
castaway material: from garret 
to

Pullman parlor car. as they passed 
each other on the Pennsylvania rail- 
road tracks.

"Really, the iron heap seemed to say 
plainly: 'You proud old thing, my day 
has come at last; the world can now do 
without you better than it can do with- 
out me. 


" 'I am worth three times as much as 
I -was a short time ago; the war could 
not go on without me!'" 


And the fable of the iron scraps ex- 
tends to old things of every description 
—"old rags, old paper, old Iron, old 
boots;" and this good advice Is given 
the reader: 


" 'Despise not the day of old things,' 
seems to speak up forcibly at us, does 
it not? 


"Take care of your old rugs and 
pretty china and other old things, for 
the time being they are almost Irre- 
placeable. 


"Hold on to and take care of your old 
things, for it may be a long time before 
you can get as good as what you al- 
ready have." 


It will do no good to "blame It on the 
war" when the things enumerated may 
be beyond the power of purchase, 
though only "for the time being." 


It is. Indeed, the day of old things, 
and in the aggregate they may have «L 
meaning of millions of dollars to mil- 
lions of people.

Liberty loan. 


Mayor W. .7. Hosey brought u p the 
m a t t e r of u.sing the city light margin for 
helping Uncle Sam win the war a s soon 
as the present loan campaign was opened. 
There wa.'^ sonic doubt as to whether or 
not tlie money could be taken a t 
this 
time. 


After a careful study of the situation 
City Attorney Guy Colerick reported to 
the mayor and works board Friday night 
tliat all available money could legally be 
t.aken for war bond.s. " Accordingly the 
purchase of $20,000 worth of bonds was 
made on Saturday morning, assuring t h e

RELIGION, TEMPERANCE A N D HEALTH 


WHY HONOR MARTIN LUTHER? 
WORLD PAUSES IN MIDST OF 
STRIFE TO PRAISE HIS NAME 


(The Congregationalist.) 


Why should a world absorbed in the 
greatest »bysical conflict of the cen- 
turies pause to commemorate Luther? 
Why should twenty million Protestant 
church members of America put aside 
pressing duties in order to attend meet- 
ings in Luther's honor, to read books 
and articles relating to him, and to 
support various educational and phil- 
anthropic 
undertakings that 
accord 
with the purpose of this anniversa^ 
season ? 


Because when the young 
German 
monk on the thirty-first day of Octo- 
ber, 1517, posted on the door of the 
church of All Saints in Wittenberg his 
ninety-five 
theses 
denouncing 
the 
wrong practices of the church to which 
he had dedicated his life, he was in- 
itiating a movement which turned the 
course of history. 
We do not forget 
the "reformers before the Reforma- 
tion"—Peter Waldo and the 
other 
"Poor Men of Lyons" who as early as 
1117 demanded their laymen's rights 
in teaching the gospel and kindled 
among the people of France a desire 
to read the Bible; John WyclifEe, the 
learned scholar and trained theologian, 
who a century and a half before Luther 
disowned 
and 
combated 
assertions 
and assumptions of papal decrees; and 
mystics like Bernard, Master Eckhart 
and John Tauler, who put the empha- 
sis on the inner life, instead of on cere- 
monies and display. All had their part 
in bringing about that great change in 
the Christian thinking of the Sixteenth 
century which we call the Reformation. 
But Luther more than any other crys- 
tallized latent but widespread impulses 
of revolt. 
He blazed the path along 
which many were ready to follow with 
their eager feet. 
The situation called 
for an overt, dramatic act, like the 
posting of the theses, a bold, upstand- 
ing piece of witness-bearing like the 
defense at Worms, to capture the im- 
agination of the people and to suggest 
definite lines of remonstrance and agi- 
tation. 


Because the forces which Luther 
helped to set in motion have been op- 
erating with mighty propulsive power 
for four centuries. 
They have effected 
results the world around. 
They have 
become embodied in schools, colleges, 
and universities, and in a vast network 
of agencies and institutions 
through 
which Protestantism does its benefi- 
cent work in all lands. 
The impulses 
which Luther helped to realize and 
energize have proved everywhere the 
germs of civil and 
religious 
liberty 
which the great democracies of the 
world have developed. 
Nor is their 
force yet spent. 
Protestantism 
was 
never so united, so impatient with non- 
essentials, so eager to make the 
re- 
ligion of the spirit a mightier power 
among men. 


Because 
our 
war-stricken, 
weary 
world needs just what Protestantism in 
its best estate has to give—not an ex- 
cessive individuality, not outre and 
cryptic cults, but the things that lie at 
the heart of Protestantism—the possi- 
bility of Immediate access of the soul 
to God through Christ, the right of pri- 
vate judgment, the spirit of absolute 
equality before God that does away 
with contempt of other races and all 
sense of superiority arising from ma- 
terial possessions, which when hon- 
estly and thoroughly practiced 
ban- 
ishes from the earth autocracy of every 
kind, whether it be military, industrial 
or ecclesiastical. 


Because Protestatism itself needs a 
periodic infusion of new loyalty and 
enthusiasm 
It needs to be warned 
against the defects of its own virtues, 
to maintain a proper appreciation of 
the place and value of the sacraments 
and the other 
institutions 
of 
the 
church, not to disdain them as empty 
symbols but to make them channels 
through which the spiritual life ex- 
presses itself and is conveyed to oth- 


ers. 
Protestantism needs also from 
time to time to recover that profound 
sense 'of the grace of God that ani- 
mated the reformers, to realize that 
the Christian religion is not first of 
all sacramental or theological or ec- 
clesiastical, but 
evangelical. 
In the 
broadest and deepest use of that term. 
It is while men are yet a great way olT 
that the Father sees them as they 
turn their faces homeward and runs 
and falls on their neck and gives the 
kiss of welcome. 


Because in honoring Martin Luther 
we may be correcting and softening 
our judgment of a sister nation, with 
whom we are now at war. 
The fact 
that Luther was a German ought not 
to be overlooked by us at. a time when 
the course of the rulers of that nation 
has put it for a time under the ban 
of the civilized world. 
The qualities 
that made Martin Luther good and 
great, that have perpetuated his in- 
fluence for four hundred years, have 
not disappeared altogether from mod- 
ern Germany. 
There must be still 
there a great number of men and 
women who have not forfeited their 
right to be considered the spiritual 
descendants of the great reformer. In- 
stead of abandoning or limiting our 
celebration of the Luther anniversary 
because we are at war with Germany 
we should make the occasion an op- 
portunity of laying 
through 
prayer 
and the exaltation of the great spir- 
itual truths we still hold in common 
the foundations 
of 
a reconciliation 
which, please God, shall be permanent. 


Because this is the one chance wo 
of this generation will have to honor 
the man to -«»^hom the free churches 
of the world owe so much. 
Four hun- 
dredth anniversaries are rare. Let this 
significant one not pass unobserved. 
Let many a church hear again the 
story of Luther's life. 
Let many a 
young Christian be nerved by the ex 
ample of Luther to do his own part 
in the seething life of our time. 
We 
are Protestants, 
and 
we 
are 
not 
ashamed of the fact. We are not anti- 
Catholic. 
But we are children of the 
Reformation and the light, the free- 
dom and the spiritual power enamat- 
ing from it we will conserve and pass 
on to future generations.— The Con- 
gregationalist.

Embargo on Tiiiy Germs Necessary to 
Stamp Out T. B. 


It is only within a comparatively 
few years that the cause of tuber- 
culosis 
was 
dis- 
covered to be a 
tiny 
parasite, 
a 
species 
of 
germ 
life that 
Imbeds 
itself In the tis- 
sues 
of 
the 
body, 
especially 
in 
the 
soft 
structures of the 
lungs and 
there 


multiplies. 


Like other parasitic growths it re- 
quires a suitable non-resistant soil for 
Its livelihood and tthe most adaptable 
is in the poorly nourished, the under- 
fed, the over-worked, and in those that 
by inheritance have that taint of tis- 
sues that fails to repel it. 


Those who do not receive sufficient 
pure air, sufficient sunlight, or suffi- 
cient rest are in a condition to , become 
infected. Certain of the trades, mainly 
dust-producing, are causes of the dis- 
ease. 


There are two problems to face in 
combating tuberculosis. 
The first Is 
to keep the germ from the reach of 
others 
by 
the 
proper 
disposal 
of 
sputum which. In an active case. Is 
laden with the parasite. 


The use of sanitary sputum cups and 
paper napkins, that are burnéd after- 
wards, are recommended for the sick, 
and the proper care of dishes and 
hands are Important. 


There are a number of people with 
incipient tuberculosis who have not 
yet been troubled by symptoms to the 
extent that they find it necessary to 
seek medical advice. 
Some of these 
are self-cured In the course of time, but 
are, or were, a source of Infection in 
proportion to the amount of sputum 
thrown off by the lungs. 


The fingers are a great factor In the 
spread of. the mouth secretions, and If 
they were always washed before being 
placed on foodstuffs or In the mouth, 
this method of spreading the germs 
would be done away with. 


Cancer on Increase, Yet Preventive 
Ways Are Well Known. 


The figures of the United 
States 
census mortality returns Indicate that 
deaths from cancer are Increasing In 
many districts In this country, num- 
bering 80,000 and over in the United 
States and Canada In 1914. 


Competent Investigators 
estimated 
that In that year one woman In eight 
of those over 35 died of caChcer and one 
man In fourteen did likewise! 


At the present time there Is no def- 
inite knowledge as to the cause of 
cancer, though various theories have 
been advanced, and many Investiga- 
tors are constantly engaged with the 
problem. 
Fortunately, 
there 
are 
measures of proven efficiency which 
may be used to fight against the In- 
crease of cancer. 
. 
. 


First there Is the fact that cancer 
is not contagious. 


Secondly It now well 
established 
that the majority of cases of cancer 
can be prevented by suitable operative, 
measures If the eondiyon is recofntsed 


torn, occurring when the growth has 
become so extensive 
as 
to 
render 
measures for relief impracticable. 


At first it starts in one small part 
and from that point gradually and 
steadily spreads till later it reaches a 
point where its removal is impossible. 


Persons over 35 should consult a 
competent physician whenever— 


There is any persistent sore, ulcera- 
tion and hardening of the skin. 


Moles and warts show a tendency to 
ulcerate, to bleed or to increase in 
size. 


Sores, thickenings, or ulcers of the 
tongue and mouth are present.

TOO MUCH RELIGION. 


Teeth of Little Tots Best Cleaned by 
Mother's Finger. 


Until a child is old enough to use a 
toothbrijsh himself, the mother should 
wash his teeth every day. 


As early as possible, ho%vever, the 
child should learn to care for his own 
teeth. 
Children should be taught that 
it is of special importance to wash the 
teeth and mouth after eating nuts, or 
any sweet, sticky, or pasty food. 


The 
teeth 
should 
be 
carefully 
cleaned at bedtime, since the fermen- 
tation 
of food particles left in 
the 
mouth, which leads to the decay of the 
teeth, proceeds more rapidly at night, 
when the mouth is still. 


The child should be taught to brush 
the teeth from the gum downward or 
upward 
toward 
the 
cutting edge. 
When the teeth are brushed crosswise, 
the tendency Is to brush whatever is 
on them Into the cracks and crevices 
of the teeth or under the edges of the 
gums. 


The inner 
surface 
of 
the 
teeth 
should 
be 
brushed 
up 
and 
down 
and the grinding surface should 
be 
scrubbed In all directions. 
After the 
scrubbing Is finlshe'd the mouth should 
be 
thoroughly 
rinsed 
with 
warm 
water. 


Some hard food like a stalk of cel- 
ery or a part of a ripe juicy apple 
eaten at the end of a meal scours the 
surface of 
the teeth 
and 
leaves a 
fresh, clean taste In the mouth. 


Children should be taken regularly 
to a good dentist once or twice a year 
after the first set of teeth 
is 
com- 
plete.

"It will not stop the 
struggle ifor suffrage for women. The 
fight will go right on until we do get a 
law that will stay on the statute 
books."

hung, dripping clouds, they got their 
first view of the German lines stretch- 
ing away in the rolling terrain.

quarters that American troops were in 
the front line trenches in F r a n c e m a r k s 
the beginning of the culminating phase 
of the training of the American war 
army. 
Neither Secretary Baker 
nor 
any war department offcial would com- 
ment upon the news f r o m abroad. 
It 
was plainly indicated, however, 
t h a t 
the movement was regarded simply as 
the final course in instruction and not 
the real initiation of participation by 
the United States troops in the war. 
The fact that a quiet 
sector 
of 
the 
French line has been selected for this 
final training work is evidence that the 
actual American front will be located 
elsewhere. 


It has been the custom of the British 
a r m y to harden their new units grad- 
ually to the shock of shell fire before 
making them responsible for the hold- 
ing of any portion of the front.

section in which the American infantry 
and ai-tillerj' is at work is a 
finishing 
school for the militai-y education of 
men and particularly of the gunners 
and when a sufficiently seasoned force 
has been developed to take over a por- 
tion of the front.

took to get the legislature to pass a law that 
would exempt publicly owned and operated 


• utilities from the embarrassing and harmful 


operations of certain phases of the state utili- 
ties law. For a time it appeared the bill that 
had been prepared and introduced in the legis- 
lature to this end would be passed and this 
city thereupon emancipated from its bondage 
to the trammels of an obstructive law and the 
interferences of an unfriendly state board. 
Suddenly the bill went to a quiet and un- 
knelled death in committee. 


That bill, which meant so much in dollars

WHY HONOR MARTIN LUTHER? 


WORLD PAUSES IN MIDST OF 


STRIFE TO PRAISE HIS NAME

Why should a world absorbed in the 


great&st .physical conflict of the cen- 
turies pause to commemorate Luther? 
Why should twenty million Protestant 
church members of America put aside 
pressing duties in order to attend meet- 
ings in Luther's honor, to read books 
and articles relating to him, and to 
support various educational and phil- 
anthropic undertakings that accord 
•with the purpose .of this anniversary 
season? 


Because when the young German 


monk on the thirty-first day of Octo- 
ber 1617, posted on the door of the 
church of All Saints in Wittenberg his 
ninety-five 
theses denouncing 
the 


wrong practices of the church to which 
he had dedicated his life, he was.in- 
itiating a movement which turned the 
course of history. We do not forget 
the "reformers before the Reforma- 
tion"—Peter Waldo and the other 
"Poor Men of Lyons" who as early as 
1117 demanded their laymen's rights 
In teaching the gospel and kindled 
among the people of France a desire 
to read the Bible; John Wycliffe, the 
learned scholar and trained theologian, 
who a century and a half before Luther 
disowned and combated assertions 
and assumptions of papal decrees; and 


ers. 
Protestantism needs also from 


time to time .to recover that profound 
sense of the grace of God that ani- 
mated the reformers, to realize that 
the Christian religion is not first' o£ 
all sacramental or theological or ec- 
clesiastical, but 
evangelical, 
in the 


broadest and deepest use of that term 
It is while men are yet a great way oil 
that the Father sees them as they 
turn their faces homeward and runs 
and falls on their neck and gives thi 
kiss of welcome. 


Because in honoring Martin Luthe 


we may be correcting and softening 
our judgment of a sister nation, with 
whom we are now at war. The fac 
that Luther was a German ought no 
to be overlooked by us at a time when 
the course of the rulers of that nation 
has put it for a time under the ban 
of the civilized world. Tlie qualities 
that made Martin Luther good and 
great, that have perpetuated his in- 
fluence for four hundred years, have 
not disappeared altogether from mod- 
ern Germany, 
there a great 


There must be still 
number of men and 


women who have not forfeited their 
right to ba considered the spiritual 
descendants of the great reformer. In- 
stead of abandoning ' or limiting our 
celebration of the Luther anniversary 


Itual truths we still hold'in common 
the foundations 
of a reconciliation 


which, please God, shall be permanent. 


Because this is the one chance wo 


of this generation will have to. honor 
the man to whom the free churches 
of the world owe-so much. Four hun- 
dredth anniversaries- are rare. Let this 
significant one not pass unobserved. 
Let many a church hear again tlie 
story of Luther's..life. 
Let .many a 


young Christian be nerved by the ex 
ample of Luther to do his own part 
in the seething life of our time, .We 
are Protestants, and we are 
not 


ashamed of the fact. We are not anti- 
Catholic. But we are children of the 
Reformation and the light, the free- 
dom and the spiritual power, enamat- 
ing from it we will conserve and pass 
on to future generations.— The Con- 
gregationalist.

They have 
become embodied in schools, colleges, 
and universities, and in a vast network 
of agencies and institutions through 
which Protestantism does its benefi- 
cent work in all lands. The impulses 
which Luther helped to realize and 
'energize have proved everywhere the 
germs of civil and religious liberty 
which tho great democracies of the 
world have developed.
